OTTAWA July 16th.—Never before 
has there been so direct and deep a 
concern in Eastern Canada over the 
condition of Western crops. This has 
of course to-do primarily with feed 
grains, and the concern is not confined 
to dairy farmers and other producers 
of livestock. Itis felt also by the general 
consumer, who sees in the shortage 
of feed grain higher prices for dairy 
products and meats, already felt to 
some degree. 

The cause of the crop condition in 
the East has been, of course, the 
unseasonable weather during’ the 
normal seeding period, which greatly 
reduced the acreage that has been 
sOWn in coarse grains. Offsetting this 
to some extent have been good pastures 
and .a bumper hay crop, but this is

Sees Possibility Grain Price Drop 


President Allen stressed the possi- 
bility that ‘‘grain prices might drop to 
considerably lower levels within the 
next year if a good crop is harvested 
in exporting countries, and feed grains 
would likely. be most affected. If that 
situation develops, the farming 
industry in large sections of Alberta 
would be forced to depend on the 
income from livestock to maintain 
something like their present standard 
of living.” ; 

The subject of hog production 
persisted throughout the convention 
agonerequiring urgent discussion and 


stock handled by the A.L.C. continues 
to increase, was the gratifying news 
brought by ‘Mr. Allen in the course 
of his survey of the Pool year which 
ended on May 3lst, 1947. There was, 
it is true, a decline in the volume of 
deliveries, beginning in the latter part 
of 1946, but the A.L.C. decline was 
less than the average.

Basis of Payments for Cream Outlined 


Manager Gives Shippers Detailed Information 


In the course of a thorough examination and analysis of details 
of the business operations of the Southern Alberta Dairy Pool—an 
analysis that won commendation from the delegates present—Chris 
Toppenberg, General Manager, in his annual report devoted one brief 
section to a matter about which there has been misunderstanding on 
the part of some shippers. 

He explained that all competitors of the Pool pay on a different 
basis to that used by the Pool on cream shipped to Calgary, but that 
though this is so, there is in fact no difference in the net return to the 
shipper of cream by train or truck, whether it is shipped to the Pool or 
a competitor. : | 

There is of course this important difference, however, that the shipper 
who ships to the Pool gets not only the going price, but any earnings 
made above the cost of operations become his, whether they are im- 
mediately distributed or not. 


—— 


The effect of a clear statement by 
the Manager, in his report, was to make 
sure that there could be no possibility 
of future misunderstanding in regard 
to the basis of payment for cream 
shipped to Calgary. 


Deduct All Transportation Charges 


“All our competitors { here’ in 
Calgary,’’ Mr. Toppenberg pbinted out, 
“pay 2 cents more than we do, and 
then THEY DEDUCT ALL TRANS- 
PORTATION CHARGES. 


‘“‘Whatever the trucker charges for 
bringing in the can is all paid by the 
patron, and express charges similarly. 

“The Dairy Pool pays, as it has 
always done. on the basis of current 
price, which then ts 2 cents less, 
but we only deduct one cent per pound 
butterfat for cream shipped in by 

‘.train, and two cents for truck 
cream, with a maximum of 30 cents 
for any can. 
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considered a direct result of the sharp 
drop in production lof butter, partiou- 
larly in the South, where the production 
was 12} per cent less in 1945 than in 
1944 and again dropped 12 per cent 
in 1946 as compared with 1945, or 
almost 25 per cent in two years, 

“Your organization’, said the 
Manager, “has always . followed 
exactly in line with current butterfat 
prices, regardless of whether the price 
we have paid left a sufficient margin 
for safe operations or not. There have 
been long periods during which in 
fact no margin existed at all. With 
the steadily rising costs of all supplies 
and services required in our daily 
operations, a wider margin naturally 
was necessary, whereas it actually 
became narrower.” 

Figures then given by Mr. Toppen- 
berg showed that in 1946 this margin 
had been cut -to a record low figure— 
actually only about one-fourth as 
much as in the previous year. This 
margin was not enough, and only the 
fact that there were other revenues . 
had made it possible to keep on the 
right side of the ledger. 

‘Naturally,’ the Manager continued, 
“‘we as a cO-Ooperative cannot seriously 
criticise any move which tends to 
pay the producer the highest possible 
price for his product, as long as we 
do not actually overpay. 

“But, unfortunately, a number of 
our members seem to think that we 
should be able to create a surplus 
over and above market prices paid, 
regardless of the relationship between 
such price and the prite we obtain for 
our butter. . 


Must Maintain Proper Relationship 


‘“‘Also, it must be remembered that 
your organization cannot hope to wipe 
out its capital debt within a reasonable 
time unless a proper relationship 
exists between the cost of what we 
purchase and the price we receive 
or what we have to sell.’ 

Items of costs over which control 
was possible had been watched with 
very great care; but, it was pointed 
out, in virtually every field there was 
a seller’s market in all the things the 
Pool had to buy, and these prices were 
in great measure dictated to the Pool. 


Staff Gives Full Aid in Economies 


“What we have been able to do,” 
this section of the report concluded, 
“comes within the scope of efficiency 
in operations, and I have no hesitation 
in saying that every member of your 
staff has responded readily to all 


‘requests for increased economy in 


our pags and offices.

In the course of the discussion Mr. 
Toppenberg gave a further example, 


you will get fair and. in answer to a question by a’ delegate, 


who mentioned a certain shipping’ 


point, (Cereal). In. the example 
taken, the value of a can of cream 
containing 14 lbs. was 50 cents per lb. 
or a total of $7.00. From this the 
Pool deducted 1 cent per lb. to cover 
a.l charges, leaving $6.86. The same 
can, if shipped to a competitor, would 
bring 52 cents per lb. or a total of 
$7.82, but from this the charges 
deducted would be 47 cents, leaving 
the shipper $6.81. 

In deaiing with operations as a whole, 
Mr. Toppenberg pointed out that two 
sets of figures are of the utmost 
importance in their effect on the 
financial outcome of the Pool’s en- 
deavors. These are the volume of 
butter manufactured and the spread 
prevaiiing throughout the year be- 
tween the laid-down cost of cream and 
the prices obtained for butter sold. 


Operating Margin Drastically Cut 


For two years in succession there had 
been a drastic curtailment in operating

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FARMERS’ RADIO POLICY VINDICATED 

By recommending that’national ownership and 
control be maintained as the dominating principle 
in radio broadcasting in Canada, as in the present 
set-up of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, 
the Radio Committee of the House of Commons 
have shown themselves to be of one mind with the 
organized farmers of Canada, from coast to coast, 
whose policies are expressed through the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture. 

This was made clear last week when the Radio 
Committee’s report was tabled in the House. The 
report dealt with various aspects of broadcasting 
policy, but the main point at issue was the control 
over all radio broadcasting in Canada now vested 
in the CBC. Such cated by the CBC, the report 
indicates, is essential to the satisfactory operation 
of a national system. : . | 

The position of the” Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture was originally set forth, in a_ brief 
prepared jointly with the Canadian Association 
for Adult Education, and presented to the House 
Committee on Radio which sat in 1944. During 
the present session, in a letter addressed to Ralph 
Maybank, M.P., chairman of the Committee set 
up by the new Parliament, the original stand of the 
Federation was reiterated. The services performed 
by private radio stations in the field of local coverage 


were fully recognized.

“FUNCTIONS ARE DIFFERENT” 


Advising against the creation of a separate board 
to regulate the operation of both the CBC and 
privately operated stations, the House of Commons 
Committee declares that the two systems—public 
and private—are not in competition. (This view had 
been implied in the most definite way in * the 
Federation’s’ brief in 1944). The House Committee 
states in part: 

“The functions of the two types of radio service 
are different. The private stations are designed to 
serve community interests; and the other, the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, is designed to 
serve the whole of Canada by chain broadcasting, 
and these two types of radio service should be 
complementary to each other.” 


The development of the present system was not 
the exclusive work of either of the two political parties 
which have held power in Canada. It is true that it 
was a Conservative Prime Minister, Mr. (later 


Viscount) Bennett, who in the speech in which he . 


introduced the bill to create a nationally owned 
system of broadcasting as the controlling body for 
Canada, presented as effective a case for such .a 
set-up as has been made perhaps anywhere. Bet 
the groundwork upon which he built had been laid 
before he came into office, under the direction of a 
Liberal administration headed by Mr. King. It is 
only within quite recent years that the soundness 
of the basis for national ownership and control 
established by Parliament from the beginning has 
been called in question in any quarter. 


In passing, let it be said that the United Farmers 
of Alberta, in the early days of radio development 
in Canada, called for the creation of a system in 
which national ownership and control should be 
dominant, just as the Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture speaking for the farm people of the

The governing board of the CBC have apparently 
hesitated to launch any organized national campaign 
of publicity to defend the system for which they 
are responsible. Whether they have been warranted 
in adopting a relatively passive attitude may be a 
matter for debate. Perhaps if the CBC became 
“aggressively defensive’ it might be denounced 
as a wicked animal. 

One thing, however, is certain. The Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture, which represents perhaps 
the largest group of organized Canadians, is in a 
position to act with freedom from any kind of bias 
other than bias in’favor of the public interest. 
Its motives ca be successfully questioned. It 
has no axe to grind in its own behalf. 


‘WOULD BE BEGINNING OF END” 

“Tf we so weaken public control of radio broad- 
casting as to permit privately-owned stations to 
stand on a par with public stations in all respects,” 
H. H. Hannam, President of the Federation declares, 
‘we believe it will be the beginning of the end for 
publicly-controlled radio in Canada. If we are to 
have a radio commission controlling radio in the 
public interest, then it is absolutely essential that 
it have, and retain, control and regulatory powers 
over all radio. Moreover, we cannot have effective 
control of radio in the public interest unless the same 
to administer 
national radio also has associated with it the power 
to regulate all radio broadcasting. It is our considered 
opinion that the people of Canada would be well 
advised to stand solidly behind the set-up of the 
present national system.”’ 

We shall not be at all surprised if “the people of 
Canada” do in fact follow the example set by that 
great body of them who are today organized in the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture. 


A.L.C. INCREASING MARKETING FACTOR 

Figures presented at the Annual Meeting of the

Food Proposals (Food and Agriculture 
Organization of the United Nations): 

“Agricultural prices are peculiarly 

sensitive because demand is com- 

paratively inelastic for a large 
number of farm products, and 
because supply tends to be in- 
elastic in face of falling prices. 

The League of Nations’ index 

for the volume of world output 

of industrial goods fell by 37 

per cent between 1929 and 1932. 

he corresponding index for world 
agricultural output fell by only 

1 per cent during the same period. 

eanwhile, the price index for 
foodstuffs in international trade 
fell by 47.5 per cent. This suggests 
how difficult it is. to secure 
downward adjustments in agri- 
cultural output by reducing prices, 
and moreover for the . farmers 
the situation is aggravated by the 
fact that, ina ression, the prices 
they receive tend to fall more 
sharply than the prices of the 
things they buy.’’

Harvest Wage Scale Recommend- 
ed:—The going wage for harvest help 
is always a question mark, to the 
farmer and laborer alike. For the past 
two years the Alberta Federation of 
Agriculture has taken the lead in 
trying to establish a satisfactory wage 
scale. ;

recent weather was decidedly good and 
final harvests will be better than earlier 
expected. 

Corn is one field crop that the hot 
days with sufficient rains is bringing 
along rapidly, although of course there 
is a good deal of the land that should 
be in crops still lying waterlogged 
from spring and early summer floods. 

Hog Production| Trend in East 

A point of considerable interest in 
connection with feed grain supply, 
which is so short in the East, with 
prospective crops so discouraging, is 
that the trend of hog production is 
decidedly improving. It is true that 
increased production is confined to 
Eastern Canada, while hog marketings 
in the West are still down, though the 
decline there is lessening, but the 
reinstatement of this industry in 
Canada is of such consequence to the 
whole agricultural industry that the 
upward swing must not be _ handi- 
oappee by lack of feed. 

hile it is still too early to predict 
the size of the pack of canned goods in 
this country this year, it is stated that 
there is a prospect ofa fair sized output. 
There isa carryover of canned peas, 
but otherwise the market is not unduly 
loaded. As a matter of fact, the 
consumption in Canada of jams, for 
example, has doubled since prewar 
years and the prospects for the canning 
industry seem quite bright. 


Experiments Encouraging 


The results of experiments in the 
application of the weed-killer 2, 4-D, 
carried out by the Experimental Farms 
Services of the Department ofAgricul- 
ture, are considered of especial interest 
at this time and being given wide 
publicity. 

The field tests carried out in the 
West by George Knowles, weeds 
specialist, of the Experimental Farms 
Field Husbandry Division, were 
governed by the need of killing weeds 
without” killing crops. He sought to 
find the smaliest quantity of 2, 4-D 
that could kill weeds, with the smallest 
quantity of water. Through spraying 
in the form of a fine mist, he was 
able to kill 100 per cent of mustard 
infesting wheat fields. The result was 
that sprayed fields yielded 5 bushels 
an acre more than unsprayed fields. 

Dr. L. E. Kirk, Dominion Agrosto- 
logist, Experimental Farms _ service 
from 1931 to 1937, and for the past 
10 years dean of Agriculture of the 
University of Saskatchewan, has been 
appointed head of the plant industry 
branch of F.A.O. of the United Nations 
with headquarters in Washington. 
This branch of F.A.O., which was 
formed early this year, will be a 
clearing house on plant industry 
problems and will encourage the use 
of insecticides and fungicides in less 
developed countries of the world. ° 
Insects, it is stated, kill one-half as 
much food as the total volume 
entering world markets, and this 
destruction is particularly striking in 
view of the world’s inadequate food 


supply. -

As to brides and weddings, that of 
course is a most variable factor of 
the month as well. During the war 
years there was a great increase, and 
possibly the example of so many 
marrying rather younger then than 
would otherwise have been the case, 
has prompted others to follow in their 
steps.

Sometimes I wonder if there is any 
other occasion which is such a oom- 
bination of festivity and of solemnity 
and seriousness. There may be much 
of the former to make it a memory 
of beauty and gayety, but it is a 
step that in a sense makes or mars life 
for one or both of those concerned. 
As I have often said, an unhappy 
married life in the city must be bad 
enough, but in the country must be 


infinitely worse, for the two are so | 


often cut off from others and left 
more dependent on each other. In 
the city they can to a certain extent 
both go their own separate ways. 

Unfortunately, there seems to be 
another word almost linked with the 
word marriage today. That word is 
divorce. Every place we see the 
numbers of divorced couples increasing. 
There are of course some whose 
religious belief does not permit that 
to take place. Personally, I_ think 
that in a great many instances it is 
better than the farce that is made of 
living together to the mutual happiness 
and development of both. 


The First Consideration 


Unfortunately while the lives of 
those two are to be considered, there 
is so often a family to be thought of, 
and in a sense they should be the 
first consideration, since they were the 
innocents in the case. 

There is no doubt that the status 
of women in marriage and married 
hfe has changed, although services 
and ceremonies may not have recog- 
nized the fact. In fact, marriage is, 
in a sense, a different conception of 
life together. And if the subject of 
marriage and its responsibilities and 
opportunities Were given more serious 
thought and consideration and know- 
ledge there would, I think, be fewer 
divorces to follow. I think we would 
do well to work toward some construc- 
tive idea along that line.

Many Severe Hail 
Storms This Month. 


Severe hail storms struck Alberta 
on July 2nd, 6th, 9th, 10th, and llth 
J. Glen Elder, Manager of the Hail 
Insurance Board, advises Zhe Western 
Farm Leader. 

Their path was indicated on the 
large map in his office; the largest, 
stretched from Egmonton south to 
Millet and almost straight east from 
there across the Province. 

That whole area was spotted with 
hail, pretty severely. There were not 
many claims from the eastern part, 
ag it is not usually regarded as a hail 
district, few farmers had taken out 
insurance. 

. «In Various Districts : 

The Wetaskiwin district, the Provost 

istrict, the Medicine Hat district, 
the Strome-Lougheed district, a strip 
running ee from Calgary 
to Kirkcaldy, and another from 


Claresholm to Burdett, had also 
suffered hail damage; while earlier 
storms had struck strips running 


eastwards from Eckviile to Stettler, 
and from Crossfield to Three Hills. 

There will probably be some recovery 
said Mr. 
Elder, if weather conditions are 
favorable, particularly of the spring 
grains. An indication of the amount 
of hail damage is that the Board has 
now 1,200 claims for damages, as 
compared with 700 at this time a 
year ago; and forty-three men are in 
the field adjusting losses. 
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India’s wheat crop is expected to 
be the smallest since 1928; in some 
areas in the central Provinces there 
has been a complete failure.

Stewart States Eyes | 
of World on Canada 


as Producer of Food 

MACDONALD COLLEGE, Que- 
bec.—The importance of the quality 
of seed used on Canadian farms, at a 
time when “the eyes of the world are on 
Canada as a great food-producing 
nation,’’wasstressed by Alex M. Stewart, 
Ailsa Craig, Ontario, in his presidential 
address to the annual meeting of the 
Canadian Seed Growers Association, 
held here recently. 

A total membership of 3,512 was 
shown by the report of W. T. G. 
Weiner, secretary—-an increase of 
about 24 per cent over the -previous 
year. Total acreage of all crop seeds 
(except vegetables and tobacco) 
covered by crop registration. certificate, 
he said, was 113,992, an increase of 
nearly 28 per cent; vegetable and 
tobacco seed registered showed an 
increase of 16.6 per cent. 

Supplying of 111,000. bushels oi 
registered seed grain to Alberta farmers 
was reported by the Alberta branch of 
the Association. There had been a 
great increase in applications for field 
inspection of seed—trom 17,480 acres 
in 1944 to 40,000 in 1946. The number 
of growers of seed wheat in the Province _ 
was 474, of seed oats, 681, and of seed 
barley, 208. 

Helping Restore Food Production 

‘The role of Canadian seed growers 
in re-establishing food production in 
Kurope was described in an address 
by Nelson Young, of the Ottawa 
Department of Agriculture.:. Before 
the war, Canada had secured most of 
its vegetable seed from Europe, In 
1943, vegetable seed programs were 
established in this country, with the 
result that in four years Canada had 
exported over 10 million pounds of 
seed—after meeting her own needs. 
Exports of forage crop seed in the 
period amounted to about 22 million 
pounds; nearly half went to the 
United Kingdom, and the U.S. and 
UNRRA_ each received substantial 
quantities. At the same time 850,000 
bushels of field crop seeds were 
exported, the bulk going to UNRRA.
